toral commission, Senator Carpenter was engaged
as one of the counsel for the Democrats, and his
argument was a most ingenious combination of
legal tophistry and eloquence.

After the expiration of his senatorial term Mr.
Caipcnter formed a partnership with Mr. James
Coleman, and engaged in the practice of his pro-
fession in this city. Clients came to them in great
numbers, aud the firm had all the business it
ionld attend to. From his long residence here
Mr. Carpenter has become widely known, and

A HORRIBLE TRAGEDY.

Elght Peraona Burned to Death Heart
rendinc Scene.

PirrsBrRG, Pa., Feb. 23. Intelligence
has been received hereof a conflagration at East
Liverpool, Ohio, at half-pa-st one o'clock this
morning, by which a family of eight persons
named Sloan were burned to death. About the
time stated flames were teen issuing from the
four-stor- y frame building owned by Frank Stew-
art and occupied as a drug store, feed store, gro-
cery, and dwelling, by the proprietor of the drug-
store, William Sloan, whose family lived in the
latter portion. As boon as the flames were dis-
covered by Mr. Sloan he awoke all, and telling
them to follow, picked up his three-year-ol- d

daughter and started for the stairs. The
flames had cut off this retreat by this
time, and, turning to a window, he leaped
out, telling hi.s wife to do likewise. It is sup-
posed that before Mrs. Sloan or the others
had time to follow his advice they were overcome
by the stifling fumes from the drug store, ns not
one of them escaped. The building burned like
tinder, and, having numerous elevators to the
upper floors, which opened a pathway for the
flames, it was soon in ruins. A search for the
bodies wa begun at an early hour this morning

; and soon all were recovered. They were charred
beyond recognition, and it was only by the size of
the remains that the grown persons were dis-
tinguished from the children. The scene about

A CAPITOL BUDGET.

THE NEW LIBRARY BILL PASSED.

The Amendments in the Senate The House Confer-

ence Last Night Hard's Free Trade Club
Mr. Hnrch'&dfillcnce Facta Aboat

FundiflWthcr Hatters.

The bill for a congressional library
was again taken up in the Senate yesterday, and
Mr. Voorhees explained the amendments to the
bill proposed by him.

In Committee of the Whole the amendments of
the Senate committee, as modified, wereogreed to.
They limit the cost of the purchase of the land and
all damages therefqr to 81,000,000; prohibit any
expenditures until the written opinion of the
Attorney-Gener- al shall be had in favor or the
validity of.the title to the land; and, in regard to
tho condemnation of the land, require the com-

missioners appointed for the purpose to be sworn
as to their disinterestedness and Ifaithttil dis
charge of their duties, and direct themto give
thirty days' prior written notice of the time and
place of appraisement to each real estate owner
and newspaper notices to non-reside- nt owners-Al- l

contracts and appraisals must be approved by
the President, who is directed, when In his judg-
ment a sum is unreasonable, to suspend proceed-
ings in that particular for the further action of
Congress.

An amendmendment offered by Mr. Voorhees,
and agreed to in Committee of the Whole, vests
the location of the library site within the grounds
described, if the same be taken and paid for, with
the President, the Librarian of Congress, aud the
Architect of the Capitol.

After remarks by Messrs. Conkling, Ingalls, and
Saulsbury in opposition to, aud Messrs. Blairs Voor-
hees, Bayard, and Garland in favor of the amend-
ments, the bill, as thus amended, was reported to
the Senate.

The debate in Committee of the Whole was re-

newed.
Mr. Saulsbury said that, according to a calcula-

tion he bad made, the purchase would coverabout
ten acres. He thought the amount excessive for a
mere library building.

Mr. Bayard thought it real economy to make the
whole purchase now, if the eastern front space site
was now utilized in part for a library building.

Mr. Ingalls moved to amend the provision
specifying the squares to be purchased, so as to
confine it to the two directly east of the Capitol
and cut off the corner squares diagonally bisected
by Pennsylvania and Maryland avenues.

Mr. Conkling was of the opinion that the neces-
sary library accommodations eould be secured by
an enlargement of the Capitol building, and ar-
gued to show that the appearance under the modi-
fications of its original architecture and its faulty
construction in shutting out the air and light and
endangering the health of its occupants would
ultimately necessitate an extension of the wings
and other additions to the structure.

Mr. Ingalls' amendment was not agreed to.
On motion of Mr. Rollins, the amcnESt creat-

ing a commission to fix the localionflHp? library
site within the grounds indicated a5raended so
as to empower the President with fhis authority af-
ter consultation with the Librarian and Architect.

The amendments made in Committee of the
Whole were then concurred in, and the bill passed

ayes, S9; noes, 18.
The bill fixes the site for the new building upon

the six squares on the cast front of the Capitol
grounds, and limits the cost of the land and
damages therefor to 31,000,0X1.

Fact Aboat i'timllns.
It was expected that the House Com-

mittee on Ways and Means would have taken some
action y with reference to the funding bill,
which at present lies on Speakers table waiting to
be called up, but owing to tho House convening at
ten o'clock there was no meeting of the committee.
It Ls thought that when the committee does meet
it will recommend the concurrence of the House
in the Senate amendments without the formality
of a conference committee of the two Houses. It
turns ont that the statement made that several of
the national banks had made application for the
withdrawal of thp bonds eocuring thir circulation
to the amount of 20,000,000 was incorrect.and that
the total amount of such application up to dale
does not exceed 3,000,000. The general expecta-
tion about town is that tho bill will be sent to
the President for his signature before the end of
the week, and that it will be signed.

The amount of legal tenders received by the
Treasury Department yesterday from national
banks for the purpose of retiring circulation
amounted in round numbers to S2,g(X),00o, being
the deposits of twelve banks, two of which were in
New York city, one each in Philadelphia, Boston,
and Albany, and the balance from banks in Penn-
sylvania, New York State, and New Jersey. Comp-
troller of the Currency Knox said yeoterday that
since November 1, IPSO, there has been a net in-
crease of 510,600,000 of live percent, bonds deposited
tosecure circulation, andadecrease ofSl 1,000,000 of
four per cents, and $2,140,000 of four and a half per
cents.

Froe Trade ami Democracy.
Around the Capitol yesterday the pro-

ceedings at the dinner given by Frauk Hurd, of
Ohio, to the free-trad- e Democrats of the House on
the evening before were made the subject-matt- er

of a good deal of comment. Mr. Hurd and his
friends were feeling jubilant over having got the
new movement fairly started, and were apparently
inclined to take a rose-colore- d view of the future
of the Democratic party as they hope to reorganize
it on the basis of tariff reform. Other Democrats,
however, who arc not in sympathy with the new
departure, which they dread will bring about a
disintegration of their party, affected to pooh-poo- h

the w hole business and say it will amount to noth-
ing. Mr. Hurd, the apostle of the new movement,
told a Republican commissioner yesterday that in
a few days the club organized night before last will
hold another meeting for the purpose of perfecting
their organization and taking some steps w ith a
view to bringing the new issue prominently before
the people of theseveral States in which campaigns
arc to be fought this year.

I'omr to the Front. Mr. 3Iureh.
The Committee on Public Buildings

and Grounds will y probably take official cog-

nizance of the charges said to have been made by
Mr. Mureh, of Maine, to the effect that a bribe had
been offered him to vote lor the bill making an
appropriation for the purchase of certain property
near the Winder building. A full aceountof the
affair was published exclusively in Tin: Rr.Pi'isu-ca- n

on the day after Mr. Mureh divulged his
secret. Since the publication of the alleged at-

tempted bribery great pressure has been brought
to bear upon General Phil. Coot, chairman of the
committee, to call a meeting and request Mr.
Mureh, if he has any charges to make against any
one, to lay them before the committee, of which he
is a member. Mr. March has been severely criti-
cised by his fellow-membe- rs of the committee for
not making his charges direct to them, instead of to
outsiders. The meeting of the committee will take
place at ten o'clock this morning, and it is believed
that some rich developments will be brought out.

The Kcpnbllean House Conference.
The Eepublican members of the House

held ft conference yesterday afternoon after the
adjournment of the regular session for the pur-
pose of determining on the course they should fol-

low with regard to the apportionment bill. As at
the hn-- t caucus, there was exhibited much diver-
sity of opinion on the subject, and the discussion
was spirited and carried on to some length. Rep-
resentatives Fryc and-Hawle- favored a bill fixing
the membership at 307, awl Haskell of Kansas
favored a proposition fixing it at 022. Laphamof
New York, Rutterworth of Ohio, and others wanted
it fixed at 319. Finally, on a resolution of Haskell
of Kansas, it was agreed that the minority would
oppose auy bill except one fixing the membership
at 319, even to the extent of deleatiug the passage
of any apportionment bill this session.

Senator 3Inhoiic iu Town.
Senator-elec- t Mahone, with his wife

and daughter, arrived in the city last night by the
evening train from Petersburg. He will occupy
the apartments at the Arlington formerly used by
Senator Sharon. The Senator has not, so far as is
known, told any one what position he will
assume in the Senate, and in consequence the
speculative correspondents are still kept in a de-

lightful state of uncertainty.

Incst South American "Vcws.

The news from South America is dist-

ressing. Hundreds of beggars Mvarm the streets
of Lima, and all classes of people arc suffering for
food. A few days after entering Lima the army of
occupation was completely reorganized. The Chil-

ian loss in the bsttle of the 13th was over 2,700.

Callao was not burned ; only the Peruvian fleet in
the harbor was. destroyed.

NEW THROUGH LINE.

The Recent Purchase of the Philadelphia
and TV Ilmliijrton Road.

Philadelphia, Feb. 23. As part of the
agreement for the purchase of a controlling inter-
est in the stock of the Philadelphia, Wilmington
and Baltimore Railroad, it is understood that the

THE PE1TATE PAPERS

OF CONFEDERATE BRIGADIERS.

The Proposition to Bay Them Creates a Flutter in
Congress Sparring Between Bragg and

Blackburn The Motion to Purchase
Stricken from the Bill.

During the discussion on the civil ser-
vice appropriation bill yesterday in the House Mr.
Bragg raised a point of order agai nst the clause of
the bill appropriating $20,000 for the purchase of
the private papers of the late confederate Generals
Bragg and Polk, relating to the late war.

Messrs. Baker and Blackburn contended that the
point ot order was not well taken.

Mr. Blackburn stated that the papers referred to
had been appraised under act of Congress, and it
was late in the day for the gentleman from Wis-
consin to undertake to tell the House there was no
law and no authority for that appropriation. He
denied the statement made by Mr. Bragg that the
Secretary of War had recommonded that the pa-
pers should not be purchased.

Mr. Bragg asked Mr. Blackburn to read the Sec-
retary's report, which Mr. Blackburn refused to do,
stating that if he soughtdictation as to what he
shonld do he would go to a more reputable quarter
from which to get it.

Mr. Bragg Oh, that has no effect here.
Mr. Blackburn, continuing, said that these

papers were necessary to a fair statement and his-
tory ol the late war, and he was sure that no gen-
tleman on the other side of the House would
oppose the proposition for the purchase of the
papers.

Mr. Bragg said that he would debate the point
oforderinadiffcrcntmannerthan that used by
the gentleman from Kentucky. Instead of stating
what the law was, he would read it ; instead of
asserting what the Secretary of War had done, he
would read his report ; and if he were togo beyond
that for facts, he should say that the same broker
who had induced the Government to buy the
other papers had occupied his time in preventing
these papers being given to the Government, in
order that they should be bought by the Govern-
ment. He continued to argue in support of his
point of order, which was, however, overruled by
the Chair.

Mr. Thomas then moved to strike out the clause
making fhcnppropriation. He was opposed to the
purchase of these papers. Under the law all
records of a general character any thatthrew any
light upon the pathway of history belonged to
the Government of the United States.

Mr. Baker opposed the amendment. The Gov-
ernment was c,ngagcd iu an eminently wise work

the work of publishing the record of the war of
the rebellion. It was important to this agp and to
ages to come that the Government should have
these records, aud that contributions should be
made to them from every direction and from every
standpoint, in order that the people and the future
historian might look at the great struggle from
every aspect. When the Government ceased to be
large enough, when the Northern people ceased to
be large enough to appropriate a few thousand dol-
lars to leave to coming ages the record of all that
was done on all sides in the unhappy fratricidal
war, lie, for one, should be ashampd that he was
an American citizen.

Mr. Robe-o- n hoped that the papers would be
purchased. He wanted every record to show how
glorious the struggle had been, and how glorious
the triumph of the Northern arms had been. Un-

less it were shown how great and powerful had
been the struggle the soldiers would lose their
meed of praise before the world and before time.

Mr. McCook said that the time had come, or
would soon come, when, as an American citizen,
without saying a word in regard to the cause, he
could have as much pride in the pluck and de-

termination of the confederates as in the sturdy
courage of the Northern soldier. Applause. But
when if came to purchasing the papers of two con-
federate generals, and when he could show from
flic evidence that there was no necessity for it, it
seemed to him that it was carrying sentiment a
little too far. If he thought it necessary for a cor-

rect record that these papers should be purchased
he would vote to appropriate money for that pur-
pose, but he did not. It was not the policy of the
Government to buy the records of the war.

Mr. Hawley opposed the amendment. He would
rather print some superfluous records than that
any critic should find fault with the presentation
of the subject on accouut of partiality.

Mr. Bragg proceeded to argue iu favor of the
amendment, and in the course of his remarks said
that there had been statements made during the
debate which were (sarcastically) "mistakes."

Mr. Blackburn By whom were they made"?
Mr. Bragg By the gentleman from Kentucky.
Mr. Blackburn That is one statement made by

the gentleman from Wisconsin which is not true.
Mr. Bragg I do not yield to the gentleman.

When he gets himself iu a talking mood he talks
so rapidly it is no wonder he forgets what he says.

Mr. Blackburn I am always responsible for
what I say.

Mr. Bragg (quietly) Doubtless so; and so am I
Applause on Republican side. That question of

responsibility is always present with everybody.
Iff error make mistakes, I am always willing to
make amends. If I say that which is untrue, and
say it consciously, I ought to be punished, and I
hold myself responsible for such punishment; but
no man, sir, no matter whnt he may like, or how
voluble he may be in speech, shall deter me from
saying, in my representative capacity, what I
deem the intcrestsof my constituents require me
to say. Applause on Republican side

Continuing, Mr. Bragg said that to enter on the
policy of purchasing private papers would be to
hold out an advertisement for men to come in and
say that they possessed valuable records which
were nece-sar- y to a true history of the war. Those
gentlemen came here wearing widows' weeds
and uttering the sighs oi wives and mothers whose
husbands were in the grave, and through such
piteous appeals sought to strike the chord of sym-

pathy and drive legislators away from the line of
duty; but when an appropriation was passed it
was found that the widow wore pants and boots
and had money enough to spend the winter in
Washington, laughter.

Mr. Blackburn saw no reason for any feeling in
this matter. Nothing unusual had been presented
to the House. When the gentleman from Wiscon-

sin said that it had been stated in debate that a
commission had been appointed by the Secretary
of War, which had reported upon the value of the
papers, and that that report had been sent to the
Committee on Appropriations, if he meant that he
(Mr. Blackburn! had made Midi a statement, the
record of that debate, the facts of the case, all
agreed and united with him in replying that that
statement was not true. When the gentleman
from Wisconsin talked about men coming here to
indulge in igh3 and pleadings for widows and
orphans he surely did not mean to refer to gentlc-me- u

on both sides who had favored the clause.
For one, upon the record which the gentleman
had made, and had never failed to make, and to
which all decent men vere willing to admit him
entitled to a monopoly, he (Mr. Blackburn) would
sooner appeal to that court over which Rhoda-manth-

presided than to such a quarter for mercy,
clemency, or fair dealing.

Mr. Bragg Does"the gentleman propose to be the
organ of the decent men of this

House?
Mr. Blackburn made no reply, but proceeded to

explain the facts in regard to the report of Colonel
Scott upon the value of the papers underdiscussion,
and, in concluding his remarks, said : I can, in
conclusion, but express a deep and profound re-

gret that nothing that touches any right that ever
pertained to anybody, cither before the war or dur-
ing the war or since, suffices to prevent members
of this House from tearing open gaping wounds
that time seems unable to cure. It is sad for us to
be confronted day after day with the proof that
there are yet caricatures upon humanity who in-

sist on playing the role of ghoul and hyena to the
disgust of all ju-- t and pcace-lovingme- Applause
on Democratic side.

Mr. Conger opposed the amendment provid-
ing that before any money shall be twid the
officer making the purchase shall be satisfied that
all the papers are the original and the entire
papers first proposed to be sold to the Government.
Adopted.

On motion of Mr. Warner, the provision in the
bill was made to apply also to the papers of Gen-
eral J. B. Hood.

Mr. McCook offered an amendment providing
for the purchase of the pri vatc'papcrs of Generals
Thomas, Meade, Halleck, Reynolds, Hooker, n,

Lyons, Kearney, Mansfield, Nelson, and
Sedgwick, relating to the war of the rebellion.

To this Mr. Hawkoflcred an amendment, which
was adopted, providing that none of the money
shall be used until a commission shall have
ascertained the valueofthe papers.

Mr. McCook's amendment was agreed to, but
subsequently Mr. Thomas' motion prevailed, and
the-whol- c paragraph, together with the amend-
ments-, was stricken from the bill. .

THE CHRISTIANCY CASE.

The Alimony Paid and the Ilearlner to
Be Resnined.

The legal wheels have been unlocked
in the divorce suit of Minister Isaac P. Christiancy
against his wife, Llllie Christiancy, nee Lugenbeel,
and ere long more developments in the case may
be expected. Yesterday morning Messrs. Ingersoll
and Cuppy, counsel for the plaintiff, paid into the
hands of Mr. Oliver, solicitor for the wife, $150, the
amount of alimony due to date. The draft arrived
from New York on the 21st instant, and the attor-
neys availed themselves of the earliest oppor-
tunity to satisfy the demand of Mrs. Christiancy "s
counsel, as well as to remove all obstructions to
the further progress of the case. The complainant
has about three witnesses to examine, and expects
iu a few days to resume the hearing before Examiner
Lo vejoy. Probably teii days will be all they require to
finish their side, unless rebuttal testimony should
be deemed necessary. They do not think when
Mrs. Christiancy comes to make her deposition that
she will deny the authenticity of the letters tnat
have been put in as written by her to Giro. Thclet-ter- s

in evidence arc all originals, no copies having
been put in ; and should Mrs. Christiancy question
the genuineness ofany of them, the other sidoavill
summon experts in handwriting to comjwrc the
correspondence and to prove that the letters were
all written by one and the same person. There
has already been received in evidence the receipt
of Mrs. Christiancy lor thirty-nin- e letters returned
to her by Giro, and the counsel for the husband
believe that these must have aU been of her
writing, othenvise she would have declined to ac-

knowledge them.
Mr. Oliver, the solicitor for Mrs. Christiancy, has

not intimated what course he will pursue, but is
very sanguine that he shall be able to overthrow
the wall of testimony set up against his client, and
show that the principal evidence against her is
prejudiced and founded upon the bitter, revenge-
ful, and unrelenting persecution of a baffled man,
who sought to be lover and suitor, and, failing in
both, pursued the course taken to wreck the repu-
tation of a defenseless woman. In an indirect way
it is stated that the counsel promises to go further,
and make developments that will show the exist-
ence of a combination of men ngainst this woman.
Messrs. Ingersoll and Cmppy most positively deny
that any such corrupt combination existed. Tliey
charge that it is a story circulated only for cfleef,
with a view of destroying the strength and force of
the testimony recently taken by them. On the
other hand, Mr. Oliver has a letter written to Mrs.
Christiancy by Giro some time before he made his
deposition in New York, and probably-wbe- his
passion for her was at white heat,whcrcin hestatcs
that the knows she is an injured womau ; that he
can aud will gladly testify in her behnlf. Subse-
quently he gave evidence the other way.

MEXICAN MATTERS.

Railroad Interest iu Our Stater Kcpub-ii- e

Protection to Citizen.
It is reported that Messiv. Palmer

and Sullivan propose to construct a narrow
gauge railroad from the City of Mexico
to Vera Cruz without subvention. It is
supposed the government disapproves of the
building by American companies of any railways
in competition-wit- h those now under contracr.
Trustworthy information has been received that
Mr. Sullivan has bought the Corpus Christ! and
Laredo Railroad, paying cash therefor. Mr.
Symon, as agent, has caused the transfer to E.D.
Adams, of New York, of the concession for a rail-

road from Attapa, State of Sinaloa, to Culiacan and
Durango. The Monitor Jlcpublicaiw, referring to
arc-cen-t case of brutal treatment of a Mexican by
American ruBians at Tiptop, near the frontier,
urges the government to take active measures for
the protection of Mexicans on the frontier. It also
complains that Americans constantly disregard the
law, which prohibits foreigners from acquiring
lands within a zone of twenty leagues from the
boundary line. General Fucro has 00 men at
Chihuahua to maintain order.

Mr. Finlcy supported the amendment. Tha
police was for the protection of the people of the
District, and they should bear their share of the
expense.

Mr. Neal contended that the expense of the extra
police shonld not be saddled upon the District.

Mr. Reagan opposed the bill, and sarcastically
alluded to the necessity of increasing the police
force to take care of the army, the navy, and the
armed militia which would be in the city. He
drew a comparison between the great prepara-
tion made for the inaugural ceremony and the
ceremony attending the inauguration of Thomasi
Jefferson.

Mr. Caniion inquir-- d. ironically, whether it was
not unfair to the thlvss and pickpockets who
came from the various States to have an increased
force to watch over them.

Mr, nunton appealed to the committee to agree
to the bill If it was amended, it would
have to go back to the Senate, and before it wass
passed the 4th of March would have arrived. He
agreed with Me-sr- s. Atkins and Reagan in their
desire for a return to the simplicity of former inau-
gurations-, but stated that the tax-paye- rs of the
District had little or nothing to do with the pres-

ent immense preparations. They were in tho
hands of a committee of politicians of the domi-

nant party.
Finally Mr. Cobb's amendment was adopted Z2

to 21.
Mr. McMillin offered an amendment providing

that the extra force should be employed for ten
days from the passage ofrhis act. Adopted.

Mr. Dibrell moved to fix the extra force at ono
hundred men. Rejected.

On motion of Mr. Atkins, an amendment was
adopted providing that twenty of theextra force
should be detailed for duty at the Capitol.

The bill was then reported to the House and
passed.

Mr. Slemons called np the bill dc'laring inaugu-
ration day a legal holiday in the District of Co-

lumbia.
Mr. Valentine offered an amendment providing

that all employees of the Government in the Dis-

trict of Columbia shall be paid for that day.
Mr. Reagan moved to lay the whole subject on

the table. Rejected 16 to 27.
Mr. Rrcwer offered an amendment to the amend-

ment, providing that no spirituous or other intoxi-
cating liquors shall be sold en the lth of March,
lbSl, in the District of Columbia.

Mr. Sparks opposed the amendment. He had
never drank any spirits, but he thought thitthis
attempt to regulate a man's diet and drink was
not an attempt which ought to be made here to-

night.
Mr. Reagan supported tho amendment, and

hoped that it would be adopted.
Mr. Clymcr thought that the amendment wouM

have a deleterious effect. Itw.'W not good policy
to place a restriction on the conduct of the people,
and if the amendment was adopted every train
would come in loaded with demijohns and botiles.

The vote, being taken, ayes, ST; nays,
32 and Mr. Clymer raised the ioInt of "no
quorum."

A motion vvas then made by Mr. Bmek, and Mr.
Conger demanded the yeas and nays, saying that
he desired to sec who got afraid when a little
whisky bill came in. The motion was agreed to
yeas, !S; nays, 13; and the Ili-us- e accordingly .t
'J:o0) adjournecL

WOULD RATHER GO TO PRISON.

A Younsr .linn Who Did Not Want III
TCotlicr to Know His Miiiinr.

A young man about twenty-tw- o years
of age, of cleanly ap'iearancc, neatly dressed, ami
having a very Intelligent look, giving his name ai
Henry Wilson, was brought before Justice James
yesterday, in the Criminal Court, to respond to an
indictment found against him for grand larceny.
The offense consisted In feloniously taking ahorse
and buggy, the property of .lames Hughes, on tho
lth of December Isst. Upon being arraigned, ho
pleaded guilty to the charge. The whole bearingof
the young man was so foreign lo that of a crimi-
nal that the court inquired into his life and the
causes that led to his committing the crime. He
itated that he was from Philadelphia, aud. for
years held a situation as a salesman at the Tower
hall clothing house of Rennett . Co., on Market
.street, alwve Fifth. He came to this city in Sep-

tember last in search of employment, but
failed to obtain it. He fell into a bad crowd and
got drunk. While in that condition he took the
horse and buggy, but had no recollection of what
he was doing. He knew that drunkenne-swa- s no
excuse for what he had done; that he ought to be,
and was; willing to be, punished for it."

"I would like to know .something more about
you aud the case," said his honor. " Have you any
parents living V

"I have a mother, sir, in Philadelphi.i," an-

swered the accused ; -- and I wonld rather be sen-

tenced to the penitentiary mid go there than havo
her ever know anything about this."

"Withdraw your plea," 'aid lawyer Tom Mil-

ler. " If you go to the penitentiary she w ill find it
out."

"No, I don't think she will:-- ' answered Wilson;
"and I don't want her to." The tears tilled hia
eyes as he spoke, aud he looked out of the north
window of the room in the direction where his
poor mother resided in ignora nee of hh degrada-
tion.

" Where did you go with the buggy V asked tha
Judge.

"t went to Fredericksburg, Va.," answered the
prisoner. " I was under the influence of liquor all
the time. I did not try to sell it, aud must have
told the circumstances to some one, a Officer
Coomcs came there and got ns both."

His honor studied over the matter for sometime,
and finally imposed a sentence on the young man
ofoncyearin the Albany penitentiary. The con-

duct of the prisoner and his willingness to endure
punishment in prison rather than exposchi crime
to his mother excited a feeling in hi-- , favor, anil
several of the attorneys in court offered to usist
him if he would withdraw his plea and fcubmitto
a trial. But he was firm in his determination, and
entertained fears that if a hearing was had the
facts would reach her. It h alo certain that to
more completely hide his identity he has given an,
assumed name, by which means he hopes to en-

tirely hide his offense from home and friends.
